2. Citations and explanations: 

Claims 1, 4, 5, 7-10, 17 and 20-24 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by KRAUS. 

KRAUS discloses a urinary collection system comprising a urinal (140), a pickup (64), a collection container (30), a first conduit 

(26), a pump device (40), a second conduit (38), and a control device (18) as claimed. 

Claims 2, 3, 6, 11-16, 18, 19 and 25 lack an inventive step under PCT Article 33(3) as being obvious over KRAUS in view of 

FUNK, (McCALL, Jr., ROWE, or DROUHARD, Jr. et al.), HELLER, SHORT, ZINT, and HADLEY. 

FUNK teaches the use of wire and wireless control as claimed in claim 2. 

(McCALL, Jr., ROWE, or DROUHARD, Jr. et al.) teaches a timer as claimed in claim 3. 

HELLER discloses a retainer as claimed in claims 14-16. 

SHORT discloses a vent hole in a urinal cap, the plurality of vent holes would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art. 

ZINT discloses a retainer as claimed in claims 14-15. 

HADLEY discloses the pump as claimed in claims 17-20, wherein the light indicator and power overload protector are obvious and 
well known in the art. 
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
